reunion  celebration.  His  smiling,  jovial 

personality  gave  no  hint  that  his 
Creator  was  soon  to  call  him  home; 

to  say  his  family,  friends,  and  the  entire  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege  community  were  stunned  at  his  passing  is  an  under¬ 
statement. 

The  Puma  family  has  lost  a  loyal  son,  and  we  who  knew 
him  will  not  soon  forget  his  untiring  faith  and  love  for  Saint 
Joseph’s  College.

The  Art  Department  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  recently 
received  $  1 7,000  in  grants  from  the 
Fifth  Third  Foundation,  the  Sally 
and  John  Sommers  Family  Fund  (a 
donor  advised  fund  of  The  Chicago 
Community  Foundation),  and  The 
Wal-Mart  Foundation. 

Bonnie  Zimmer, 

Associate  Professor 
of  Art  and  Assistant 
Professor  of  Educa¬ 
tion  at  SJC  and  a  key 
individual  in  securing 
the  Department’s 
funds,  had  two  goals 
in  mind  when  seek¬ 
ing  funds  earlier  this 
year:  “I  wanted  to 
offer  art  programs  to 
the  youth  of  our  area 
and  at  the  same  time 
enhance  [SJC’s]  new 
art  major  programs,” 
she  explained. 

Through  the  initial  grant  from  the 
Sally  and  John  Sommers  Family  Fund, 
Zimmer  was  able  to  meet  her  first  goal 
by  spearheading  a  summer-long  arts 
program  for  youths  ranging  in  age 
from  three  to  17.  Entitled,  “Celebrate 
the  Arts,”  the  program  included 
intensive  workshops  for  children  at  the 
Jasper  County  Youth  Center,  provid¬ 
ing  scholarships  to  a  select  number  of 
the  workshop  participants  to  attend 


ARTCAMP  (a  program  sponsored  by 
Prairie  Arts  Council  in  Rensselaer), 
and  hosting  pottery  classes  for  both 
children  and  adults.  The  grants  from 
the  Fifth  Third  Foundation  and 
Wal-Mart  Foundation  enabled  the  Art 
Department  to  purchase  electric 
potter’s  wheels  and  a  Raku  outdoor 
kiln,  allowing  the 
pottery  students  to 
hand  build,  throw  on  a 
wheel,  and  experiment 
with  a  special  Raku 
glazing  process.  The 
Department  has  also 
purchased  many  much- 
needed  supplies  and 
equipment,  allowing 
Zimmer’s  second 
goal  of  enhancing  the 
new  art  program  to 
come  to  fruition. 

Zimmer  extends 
special  thanks  to  the 
following  organiza¬ 
tions  and  individuals:  The  Chicago 
Community  Foundation,  The  Fifth 
Third  Foundation,  Wal-Mart  Foun¬ 
dation,  all  the  “Celebrate  the  Arts” 
and  ARTCAMP  instructors,  former 
SJC  Foundation  Grants  Manager 
Caryl  Grzesik,  Guest  Artist  Doris 
Myers,  and  Project  Assistant  Sara 
Post.

The  SJC  Fall  Convocation  on  August  29th 
set  the  tone  for  the  new  academic  year 
with  a  special  welcome  to  members  of  the  class

Taking  place  in  the  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Chapel,  the  Convocation  included  a  message 
from  Acting  Assistant  Vice  President  of 
Academic  Affairs/Dean  of  Freshmen  and 
Assistant  Professor  of  Communication  Heidi 
Rahe.  “There  is  a  uniformity  to  students,  but 
there  is  also  a  uniqueness,”  she  said.  “Be  true 
to  yourself.”  Freshmen  also  received  a  special 
address  from  Honorable  Frances  C.  Gull  ’80, 
Allen  County  Superior  Court  Judge  in  the 
Criminal  Division.  Gull  had  encouraging 
words  for  the  new  students.  “What  do  you  want 
to  be  when  you  grow  up?  You  don’t  have  to 
know  the  answer  right  now.  You’re  taking 
steps.  Big  steps,”  she  said.  “Don’t  be  afraid. 
SJC  has  always  been  proud  of  its  Pumas,  and 
Pumas  are  proud  of  SJC.” 


SJC  Signs  Articulation 
Agreement  With 
Hong  Kong  University 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  recently  signed 
an  articulation  agreement  with  the  City 
University  of  Hong  Kong’s  College  of 
Higher  Vocational  Studies,  allowing 
students  in  the  social  studies  division  to 
continue  their  studies  in  the  United 
States  and  apply  those  credits  towards 
a  bachelor’s  degree  from  SJC. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  transfer 
spaces  available  in  four-year  programs 
at  City  University  and  other  institutions 
in  Hong  Kong,  and  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  College  of  Vocational  Studies  only 
offers  associate  degrees,  the  agreement 
is  especially  valuable,  as  it  provides 
Hong  Kong  students  with  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  earn  a  four-year  degree  in  their 
field  of  interest  and  gain  international 
experience. 

Dr.  Chau  Wong,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Psychology  at  SJC  and  one  of  the 
initial  developers  of  the  agreement, 
believes  this  agreement  benefits  the 
College  as  well,  noting  the  importance 
of  increasing  cultural  diversity  on  cam¬ 
pus.  “My  hope  is  to  bring  more  foreign 
students  to  [Saint  Joseph’s  College].  It 
will  be  beneficial  for  our  students  to 
have  the  opportunity  to  interact  with 
students  from  other  cultures,”  she  said. 

Any  students  interested  in  transferring 
to  SJC  can  complete  the  application 
process  as  early  as  the  current  academic 
year,  in  time  to  enroll  at  SJC  for  the 
2003-2004  academic  year.

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Neal  Haskell  shows  how  the  life  cycle  of  blow  flies  can  help  determine 
time  of  death  in  the  murder  of  Danielle  van  Dam 


This  sum¬ 
mer,  Assis¬ 
tant  Professor  of 
Biology  Neal 
Haskell  offered 
expert  testimony 
in  the  trial  of 
John  Westerfield, 
the  man  recently  convicted  and  sentenced  with 
the  abduction,  sexual  assault,  and  murder  of 
Danielle  van  Dam  of  Sabre  Springs,  California. 

“It  was  quite  an  experience,”  he  said.  “I'm  glad 
I  didn’t  have  the  responsibility  of  deciding 
whether  or  not  [Westerfield]  did  it  or  not.  My 
hat’s  off  to  the  jurors.” 

The  seven-year-old  second  grader  was  kid¬ 
napped  from  her  home  in  Sabre  Springs  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  1st;  four  days  later,  Westerfield  was  placed 
under  24-hour-a-day  police  surveillance  until 
his  February  22nd  arrest.  Her  body  was  discov¬ 
ered  off  a  San  Diego  highway  on  February  27th. 
The  second  expert  witness  to  testify  on  behalf 


of  the  defense, 
Haskell  was  asked  by 
lead  defense  attorney 
Steven  Feldman  in 
June  to  review  the 
evidence  utilized  by 
entomologist  David 
Faulkner.  Faulkner’s 
findings  indicated  the  blow  flies  found  on  van 
Dam’s  body  would  not  have  been  present  until 
sometime  between  February  16th  and  18th,  mak¬ 
ing  it  unlikely  for  Westerfield  to  be  at  the  site  at 
the  exact  time  her  body  was  left  there. 

Haskell  agreed  to  review  the  evidence  and 
concluded  the  blow  flies  likely  entered  van 
Dam’s  body  between  February  14th  and  Feb.  21st, 
and  no  earlier  than  February  12th. 

“This  could  suggest  a  number  of  possibilities,” 
he  said.  “Maybe  [Westerfield's]  surveillance  team 
missed  something;  maybe  there  was  an  accom¬ 
plice;  or,  maybe  he  didn't  do  it.” 


Biology  Professor 
Testifies  in 
van  Dam  Trial 
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Haskell  took  the  stand  at  the  end  of  July  and 
was  involved  in  “heated  exchanges”  with  lead 
prosecuting  attorney  Jeff  Dusek  on  a  number 
of  issues,  including  Haskell’s  time  frame 
(slightly  different  from  Faulkner’s),  weather 
data  and  knowledge  of  the  local  climate.  Dusek 
was  also  quick  to  note  Haskell’s  findings  were 
based  on  evidence  collected  by  Faulkner  and 
not  his  own  examination  of  the  body.  “I  knew 
I  was  going  to  be  hit  hard  by  the  prosecution; 
they  had  to  break  our  evidence  [in  order  to  gain 
a  conviction],”  he  said.  “[But]  I  presented  my 
findings  as  honestly,  accurately,  and  simply  as 
possible.” 

Because  the  public  has  been  exposed  to  so 
many  missing  children  reports  in  the  last 
few  months,  Haskell  noted  it  was  especially 
important  for  everyone  to  remain  focused  on 
the  case  at  hand. 

“It  was  extremely  emotional  for  everybody,” 
he  said  in  regards  to  being  involved  with  the 
case.  “But  as  a  forensic  scientist,  I  had  to  put 
emotions  aside  and  deal  specifically  with 
the  evidence.  Westerfield  deserved  to  be 
represented  and  covered  under  the  United 
States’  constitution.” 

Haskell  is  one  of  few  board-certified  forensic 
entomologists  and  the  only  full-time  forensic 
entomologist  in  the  United  States.  Appearing 
on  such  stations  as  HBO, Court  TV,  The 
Learning  Channel,  The  Discovery  Channel,  and 
PBS,  Haskell’s  next  television  appearance  will 
be  on  The  History  Channel’s  program  “Rats, 
Bats,  and  Bugs.”  An  airdate  is  not  available  at 
this  time.

n  remembrance  of  September  11th,  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  community  gathered 
for  a  memorial  ceremony  at  3:00  p.m.  in  the 
plaza  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Banet,  C.PP.S.  Core 
Education  Center.  The  ceremony  included  a 
color  guard  comprised  of  Jasper  County 
sheriff’s  officers,  music  from  the  SJC  band 
and  choir,  several  speakers,  a  gun  salute,  and 
the  raising  of  the  American  flag.  Speakers 
included  SJC  President  Ernest  R.  Mills  III; 
Michael  Davis,  Professor  Emeritus  of 
Geology  and  World  War  II  paratrooper; 
Professor  of  Biology  Dr.  Rev.  William 
Stang,  C.PP.S.  ’72,  Lieutenant  Colonel,  a 
Brigade  Chaplain,  and  member  of  the  76th 
Separate  Infantry  Brigade;  and  SJC  students 
Jessica  Rand  ’03  and  Eric  Klepinger  ’04. 

Reflections  were  given  by  Stang,  who  quoted 
the  opening  line  of  Abraham  Lincoln’s 
“Gettysburg  Address,”  and  praised  the  efforts 
of  “citizens,  firemen,  police,  military,  and 
medical  personnel  [that]  rushed  into  mortal 
danger  to  save  life.”  He  also  spoke  about 
teachers  as  warriors  and  fear  and  ignorance 
as  enemies.  He  advised  all  in  attendance  to 
use  their  time  to  “gain  the  knowledge  that 
leads  to  wisdom,  and  pass  on  that  wisdom.”

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It  is  with  a  sense  of  pride  that  I  speak  tonight  on 
behalf  of  the  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood  who  founded  and  built  Saint  Joseph’s 
College.  There  is  an  old  African  proverb  which  says, 
“You  must  never  forget  that  you  stand  on  the  shoul¬ 
ders  of  your  ancestors.”  The  College  community  we 
are  today  is  the  gift  of  so  many  sacrifices.  The 
Founder’s  Fund,  which  we  inaugurate  tonight,  in¬ 
vites  alumni  and  friends  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
to  make  a  sacrifice  to  strengthen  the  future  of  Saint 


Joseph’s  College.  It’s  interesting  to  note  that  the 
word  sacrifice  comes  from  two  Latin  words:  Sacrum 
Fdcere- to  make  sacred  or  holy.  Though  the  Latin 
meaning  refers  to  making  an  object  holy,  I  would 
like  to  say  that  in  our  acts  of  sacrifice,  WE  are  made 
holy  because  we  are  reminded  of  our  dependence 
upon  God  for  all  that  we  have  and  all  that  we  are, 
and  this  awareness  brings  holiness. 

This  dependence  upon  God  was  very  much  a  part 
of  the  mentality  of  Fr.  Francis  DeSales  Brunner  who, 
in  1 843,  began  a  journey  to  the  United  States,  bring¬ 
ing  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  to  America  to 
work  with  the  German-speaking  immigrants  in  Ohio. 
In  those  early  foundational  years,  the  priests  worked 
as  commuting  pastors  moving  about  to  neighboring 
parishes,  the  brothers  did  the  manual  labor  in  the 
shops  and  on  the  farm,  and  the  sisters  tended  the 
kitchen,  laundry,  and  garden;  all  working  together 
to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Thus,  our  roots  in 
America  began. 

The  establishment  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  can  be 
credited  to  Bishop  Joseph  Dwenger,  second  Bishop 
of  Fort  Wayne.  After  two  failed  attempts  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  college  in  his  diocese,  he  approached  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  in  1887  to  seek  their 
help.  Fr.  Dwenger  was  a  member  of  the  Missionar¬ 
ies  of  the  Precious  Blood  and  was,  in  fact,  the  first 


American-born  priest  in  our  Congregation.  The  Pro¬ 
vincial  Superior  in  1 887  was  Fr.  Henry  Drees.  He, 
too,  was  concerned  with  the  need  for  higher  educa¬ 
tion  for  the  seminarians.  The  establishment  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  would  be  an  opportunity  to  unite 
the  resources  of  the  Society  of  the  Precious  Blood 
with  ...  the  diocese  of  Fort  Wayne  to  provide  a  solid, 
liberal  arts  training  for  future  priests  and  other  stu¬ 
dents.  The  School  opened  in  1891,  111  years  ago. 
In  his  original  dream.  Bishop  Dwenger  envisioned 
a  college  that  would  be  much  like  a 
monastic  school,  in  which  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  the  institution  would 
consist  of  the  produce  of  the  farm 
and  of  the  contributed  services  of  the 
priests,  brothers,  and  religious  semi¬ 
narians,  and  for  practical  purposes, 
also  of  the  sisters. 

Life  has  changed  quite  a  bit  since 
Bishop  Dwenger’s  dream.  Air  travel, 
interstate  highways,  computers,  [and]  televisions 
have  all  had  an  amazing  influence  on  the  face  of  the 
College  and  consequently  the  character  and  needs 
of  our  students.  The  endowment  of  the  College  can¬ 
not  exist  on  produce  of  the  land  and  contributed  ser¬ 
vices,  as  was  part  of  Bishop  Dwenger’s  vision.  The 
endowment  must  be  built  by  efforts  such  as  the 
Founder’s  Fund  that  we  are  initiating  tonight-people 
like  you  making  sacrifices  to  strengthen  the  future 
for  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  Each  of  us  can  be  a  part 
of  a  lasting  legacy,  standing  on  the  shoulders  of  many 
wonderful  priests,  brothers,  and  sisters  of  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood. 

As  part  of  my  presentation,  I  thought  that  I  would 
share  a  few  memories  from  some  of  the  people  who 
made  sacrifices  in  the  past  to  build  the  foundation 
we  enjoy  today.  The  thoughts  that  I  will  share  are 
from  the  historical  works  of  Fr.  Charles  Robbins  and 
Fr.  Dominic  Gerlach,  two  important  pillars  who  have 
secured  a  written  history  of  the  College.

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taught  24  hours  a  week.  All  those  who  knew  Fr. 
Seifert  knew  a  man  strong  of  body  and  character 
who  eagerly  shouldered  responsibility,  and 
preached  and  practiced  a  basic  philosophy  of  life 
that  stressed  hard  work,  obedience  to  authority, 
and  allegiance  to  the  Church.  So  close  was  his 
supervision  of  all  aspects  of  the  College  that  he 
acquired  the  name  “Daddy.”  When  I  think  about 
people  like  Fr.  Seifert,  Fm  reminded  of  a  quote 
from  the  founder  of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood,  St.  Gaspar  del  Bufalo:  “Charity  does 
not  lie  down  inactively;  it  is  a  flame  that  never 
lies  still.”  This  was  also  true  in  the  sacrifices  that 
the  brothers  of  the  Precious  Blood  made  for  the 
College.  Each  contributed  some  essential  service 
to  the  College,  including 
such  duties  as  operating 
the  farm,  the  dairy,  the  car¬ 
penter  and  plumbing 
shops,  the  health  center, 
and  the  tailor  shop.  The 
brothers  were  part  of  the 
College  from  the  begin¬ 
ning,  but  for  many  years 
they  were  segregated  from 
the  priests  and  were  re¬ 
garded  as  “serving  broth¬ 
ers.”

Conclusion:  We  must  be  creative  in  the  ways  that 
we  prepare  for  the  future  of  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege.  Over  the  years,  there  have  been  many  un¬ 
sung  heroes  who  dedicated  their  lives  to  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College.  The  Founder’s 
Fund  is  a  way  for  us  to  recognize  the  sacrifices 
of  the  Missionaries  of  the  Precious  Blood  for  the 
past  1 1 1  years. 


A  missionary  is  simply  “one  who  is  sent.”  Through 
the  ministry  of  Saint  Joseph’s  College  there  are  many 
missionaries,  in  particular,  alumni  from  this  institu¬ 
tion  who  received  the  tools  to  live  lives  of  faith. 
They,  too,  are  fellow  missionaries,  bringing  faith  and 
action  together  in  the  work  place  and  in  the  home. 

St.  Gaspar  encouraged  the  missionaries  to  read  the 
Book  of  the  Crucifix.  “From  that  book,  we  learn 
profound  humility,  indomitable  patience  and  gentle, 
industrious  charity.”  As  we  continue  to  journey  in 
faith  it  is  important  that  we,  too,  read  the  Book  of 
the  Crucifix  as  a  model  for  our  lives  in  service  to 
one  another.  The  Paschal  mystery  reminds  us  that 
throughout  life  we  are  involved  in  the  cycle  of  dy¬ 
ing  and  rising.  In  this  jour¬ 
ney  we  must  never  forget  the 
people  who  have  gone 
before  us,  upon  whose 
shoulders  we  now  stand.

The  faculty  members  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  have  explored  more  than  twenty

“Our  faculty  members  can  stand 
in  a  lecture  or  classroom  and  share 
first-hand  experiences  of  the 
culture  the  students  are  studying,” 
said  Vice  President  for  Academic 
Affairs/Provost  David  Chattin.

Even  more  interesting  is  seeing  faculty  members  visit 
countries  that  aren’t  directly  related  to  their  field  of 
study,  a  unique  feature  that  Chattin  believes  is  a  result 
of  the  Core  Program.

[which  focuses  on  India].  An  English  professor 
visited  Africa  because  he  teaches  Core  Eight  [which 
focuses  on  Africa],  It’s  because  of  the  Core  Program 
that  these  kinds  of  things  can  happen,”  he  explained.

Associate  Professor  of  Political  Science  Peter  Watkins 
and  Jody  Taylor- Watkins,  Reference/Assistant  Librar¬ 
ian  and  Assistant  Professor  at  SJC,  joined  three  other 
faculty  members  for  a  trip  to  India  during  the  summer 
of  1999  in  order  to  provide  first-hand  accounts  of  the 
conditions  there  before  teaching  Core  Seven  in  the  fall. 
Cities  they  visited  include  Delhi,  Agra,  Jaipur,  and 
Khajuraho,  among  others. 


“I  had  studied  and  read  about  the  social  issues 
India  faced,  but  being  there  allowed  me  to  give 
practical  examples  to  my  students,”  Jody  said.  “I 
gave  a  lecture  on  the  caste  system  in  India,  and  I 
was  able  to  use  photos  from  my  trip  as  visual  aids.” 
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He  also  learned  to  appreciate 
some  of  the  simple  things 
most  Americans  take  for 
granted.  “Having  to  use 
bottled  water  to  clean  my 
teeth,  remembering  to  shower 
with  my  mouth  closed  ....  It 
really  made  me  appreciate  the 
things  I  have  in  the  West,’'  he 
said. 


For  Peter,  the  trip  allowed  him  to  experience  what 
it’s  like  to  be  on  “the  other  side  of  the  fence.” 
“I  was  never  ‘different’  before,  but  in  India,  I  felt 
isolated,”  he  recalled.  “There  was  pressure  at  all 
times.  People  were  constantly  approaching  me,  ask¬ 
ing  things  of  me  and  demand¬ 
ing  things  from  me  ....  It 
wasn't  so  much  physically 
exhausting  as  mentally 
exhausting.” 


were  told  many  times  that  the  cake  would  be 
a  highlight  of  the  reception.  When  it  was  time 
for  the  cake  to  be  brought  out,  everyone  kept 
urging  us  to  go  and  get  a  good  look  at  it. 
We  were  definitely  not  prepared  to  see  the 

Tanzanian  version  of  a 
wedding  cake:  a  whole, 
roasted  goat  being 
brought  out  on  a  large 
platter!  The  goat  had  a 
lettuce  leaf  in  its  mouth. 
The  bride  and  groom 
proceeded  to  cut  the 
‘cake’  and  feed  it  to  each 
other!” 

Faculty  members  have 
used  their  international 
experience  to  enhance 
their  teaching  in  a  number 
of  ways.  Associate  Profes¬ 
sor  of  Communication  Fred  Berger  shows  his 


own  video  footage  of  cows  walking  down  the 
streets  in  India  for  Core  Seven  lectures.  Assis¬ 
tant  Professor  of  Education  Judy  Kanne’s  recent 
trip  to  Thailand  allowed  her  to  teach  lessons  about 
Thai  and  Far  Eastern  folk  tales  in  her  Children’s 

Literature  class. 
David  Dixon,  Assis¬ 
tant  Professor  of 
Political  Science, 
frequently  visits  a 
number  of  countries 
in  Latin  America  and 
uses  his  own  research 
to  teach  his  Latin 
American  Politics 
class.  He  believes  that 
faculty  travels  are 
one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  ways  stu¬ 
dents  can  accurately 
learn  about  the 
world  they  live  in.  “One  of  our  biggest  prob¬ 
lems  is  being  able  to  understand  other  societ¬ 
ies,  and  that  is  the  only  way  to  solve  the  sorts 
of  problems  we’ve  had  since  the  September 
1 1th  attacks,”  he  said.  “Visiting  other  countries 
is  not  a  luxury;  it’s  our  only  way  out.” 


Professor  of  English  John  Groppe  participated  in  a 
six-week  tour  of  Israel  for  Cores  Three,  Lour,  and 
Nine,  where  special  attention  is  paid  to  the  Hebrew 
Scriptures.  Iraqi  President  Sadam  Hussein  was  on  the 
verge  of  invading  Kuwait. 


Other  professors  had 

lighter  stories  to  share.  Assistant  Professor  of  His¬ 
tory  Susan  Chattin  ‘85,  who  has  visited  more  than 
thirty-five  countries,  has  a  unique  snapshot  of  Af¬ 
rican  culture  she  often  relates  to  her  students.  “I 
attended  the  wedding  of  some  friends  in  northern 
Tanzania  with  my  12-year-old  daughter,  and  we

Since  her  departure  from  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
in  1991,  after  teaching  for  more  than  ten  years  in 
the  Education  Department  and  Core  One,  Sr.  Donna 
Liette,  C.PP.S.  has  found  a  new  mission.  She  is  Execu¬ 
tive  Director  at  Mercy  Manor  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  a  place 
of  transition  for  women  after  they  are  released  from 
prison.  In  her  10th  year  at  Mercy  Manor,  she  has  helped 
over  700  women  during  her  tenure.  “One  of  my  great 
joys  in  life  is  to  empower  women  to  take  control  of 
their  lives  and  help  people  to  feel  that  they  have  an¬ 
other  chance,”  she  said. 

Liette’s  involvement  in  ex-offender  outreach  programs 
stems  from  scripture’s  message  of  freeing  prisoners  of 
all  types.  “Being  a  Precious  Blood  Sister  is  a  very 
influencing  factor  in  my  life,”  she  said.  “My  call  is  to 
educate  people  about  reconciliation  and  redemption, 
so  that  not  one  drop  of  that  Precious  Blood  be  spilled 
in  vain.” 

Maintaining  her  call  to  education  and  her  bond  with 
Saint  Joseph's  College,  Liette  returns  to  SJC  every  fall 
to  deliver  a  Core  Nine  lecture. 

“I  love  Saint  Joseph’s  College,  and  I’ll  always  love  it,” 
she  said.  “I’ve  met  a  lot  of  great  people,  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  there.  I  haven’t  found  something  like 
the  community  at  SJC  at  any  other  place.”

Liverpool,  England 
native  Paul  Ryder 
remembers  the  first 
time  he  visited  the 
United  States.  “I  was 
18,  and  it  was  in  April 
2000. 1  went  to  Dallas, 

Texas,  for  a  soccer 
tournament,”  he  ex¬ 
plained. 

It  was  at  such  a  tourna¬ 
ment  that  he  was  ap¬ 
proached  by  head 
men’s  soccer  coach 
Rob  Burns  ’00,  who  offered  him  a  scholar¬ 
ship  to  play  soccer  for  SJC.  Now  in  his  second 
semester  of  his  freshman  year,  Ryder  has 
maintained  a  3.6  grade  point  av¬ 
erage,  accepted  a  job  with  the 
College’s  fitness  center,  and 
exceled  on  the  soccer  field.  He 
was  featured  as  a  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference  Player  of  the 
Week  in  October,  and  with  16 
goals  and  three  assists  under  his 
belt,  is  the  GLVC’s  leading  scorer 
(at  the  time  of  this  printing). 

Though  things  are  going  well  for  Ryder,  he  ad¬ 
mits  that  he’s  still  “getting  used  to”  the  United 


States  and  visits  home 
as  much  as  he  can. 
“People  can’t  relate  to 
what  I’m  used  to,  but  I 
can’t  explain  what’s 
different,”  he  said. 
“The  cultures  and 
lifestyles  [between  the 
two  countries]  are 
completely  different. 
England  may  sound 
like  a  similar  place 
because  we  speak  the 
same  language,  but  it’s 
really  different.”  For 
example:  “I  don’t  understand  America’s 
emphasis  on  football.  And  when  I’ve  just  re¬ 
turned  from  Liverpool  back  to  the  United  States, 
I  have  to  get  used  to  driving  on  the 
different  side  of  the  road  again.” 

Right  now,  Ryder  has  some  decisions 
to  make.  Though  currently  a  Physi¬ 
cal  Education  major,  he’s  been  think¬ 
ing  about  making  the  switch  to  In¬ 
ternational  Studies.  “I’m  not  sure 
what  I  want  to  do  after  college,”  he 
admitted.  “I  want  to  try  professional 
soccer,  but  I  like  experiencing  and 
understanding  other  cultures.  I’d  love  to  be  trav¬ 
elling  all  the  time.”
